The great powers of 
Europe are reaching out for possession of 
China and have come into conflict in their 
greed. 


In a strongly anti-British article today, 


the Russian official paper, the St. Peters- 
burg Jiovosti, eays: "In consequence of 
the pretension of England to compensate 
herself to Bussian occupation, of Port 
Arthur 
by 
tbe acquisition of Port 


Hamilton or LazarofF, and in view of the 
possibility of the disturbing action of 
Japan, Europe stands on the brink of 
grave diplomatic complications. 
It is 


therefore well to recall that the rein- 
forcement of the German squadron in 
the Pacific permits Russia, France and 
Germany to effectively prevent a dis- 
turbance of the balance of power." 


Word from Pekin today says that the 


Chinese government has granted Bussia 
permission to winter a squadron at Port 
Arthur. Great Britain demands a quid 
dro quo, if concessions have been made to 
other powers. It has been suggested that 
the Japanese and British occupy Wei- 
Hai-Weijointly. 


The situation at Kiao Cbou bay is un- 


changed. 
Germany remains unyielding 


and the Chinese counsels are divided as to 
whether it should be peace or war with 
Germany. China regards Bussia as her 
only "friend, and is asking her advice 
alone. 
British influence has 
suffered 


greatly through the failure of loan nego- 
(iations. China is now negotiating a loan 
with Russia. The latter demands the dis- 
missal of the British railroad engineers in 
North China and it is probable they will 
oe granted. The German drill insti uctors 
will be dismissed at the expiration of thelr 
contracts and be replaced Dy Russians.

THE KESU1.T. 


The city election of 1S97 is now a part 


of history, but it will be a landmark in 
the politics of North Adams. It has been 
like "high tide at Gettysburg" and a9 
that Union victory put Lee on his long 
retreat that finally ended at Appomattox, 
so this hotly contested city election has 
driven into retreat the forces that rely on 
misatatement and falsification of fact for 
their support. This battle will not have 
to be fought over again. The margin Of 
victory was not large to be sure, nor was 
It at Gettysburg tor the Union forces were 
too hotly fought to be able to follow Lee, 
but the issue was decisive. 


The election of mayor was the great 


point of contest. About it centered not 
only the choice between men, Mr. Cady 
and Mr. Hamer, but it was made the ver- 
dict ot the voters as to the present admin. 
istrntion. It was made the verdict as to 
whether the people of this city would 
support the accusations of misconduct of 
city afiairs so vehemently urged hy Mr. 
Hamer and his friends, or vote confidence 
in the men now in charge of the city 
government. Every effort of the forces 
in opposition to Mr. Cady and the present 
administration was exerted, under cir- 
cumstances advantageous to that opposi- 
tion. The result was defeat, aud defea1 


when the last nerve has been strained is 
more than temporary. 


The majority fcr Mr. Cady is small, bu» 


when the circumstances arc considered 
his victory must be allowed to be em- 
phatic and decisive. His candidacy was 
late, and made long after the forces of 
his opponents were organized and at work. 
He became a candidate after several 
others had withdrawn and who had 
friends who disliked to sea hesitancy in 
sett! mg on a leader, as was natural. 'He 
labored nnder the Breat disadvantage of 
having his opponent receive wbat was 
generally considered the "regular" Re- 
publican nomination, an important mat- 
term this Republican city, and which 
fact was made the most of by his oppon- 
ents. He had charged against him all the 
discontent caused by the many reforming 
•ete ot the present administration, and 
got none of the credit for the administra- 
tion 8 good record. When these circum- 
stances are considered. Mr. Cady's victory 
ot 180 majority becomes a victory of far 
larger proportions 
than the majority 
figures show. 


The eight members of the council 


elv .tedare men of; tamp who will make 
good city legislators. They are represen- 
tative men and men of good judgment. A 
fiance at the list shows again that the 
voters of the city have elected councilmen 
who will be in sympathy with a city gov- 
ernment administered as the present one 
hag been. Here again the administration 
nas been endorsed. 


The only other contest, that for assessor 


lor one year, was won by a Democrat by a 
narrow majority. He evidently won be- 
cause he was popular and because Repub- 
licans felt that Democrats who supported 
Mr. Cady were deserving of a good turn. 


All- things considered, the victory has 


been a substantial one for H. T. Cady and 
administration men. One hundred and 
eighty votes doesn't measure its size. It 
was a victory won by those elected when 
their opponents held the most advanta- 
geous ground that they could possibly 
hope for, at this or any other time. 


'J'ME ELECTION PROVES IT, 


Th* city election held Tuesday goes to 


prove that the tendency in municipal 
contents is toward disregard of party lines 
—at least, in the smaller cities. 
People 


are coming to realize thai municipal af- 
fairs are local, having nothing to do with 
natiohal and state issues. 
It it no longer 


possible to make the voters of North Ad- 
ams feel that the policy of public im- 
provements here is in any way connected 
with a national policy ot protection or 
free trade, or that Mr. Hauler's or Mr. 
Cady's election as mayor is a matter that 
Is controlled by the same considerations 
that should dominate the election of a 
president of the United States. Tho very 
fact that city elections in Massachusetts 
are held on other days than those of na- 
tional elections shows that the purpose is 
to make the consideration of city .{fairs 
distinct aud separate irom other politics. 


The city elections in Massachusetts this 


year have shown that people have chosen 
their city officials without regard to their 
political faith in state and national con- 
cerns. As frequently aa otherwise, may- 
ors have been chosen whose politics are 
not in accord with a majority of the peo- 
ple of the cites where they have chosen 
them. 


This tendency is inevitable. It Is the 


resnltofabioader viev? being taken ot 
municipal affairs. 
It is the result of 


higher intelligence among the masses of 
voters. It is an encouraging sign of the 
times, and the sooner party leaders recog- 
nize the fact ihe sooner party divisions 
•Bd bad feeling within party lines at each 


This paper would today gladly have 


omitted any personal reference to Harry 
Hamer. But circumstances alter cases.

As I have already pointed 
cut in this correspondence, o,\$frts think 
this relief expedition is going to have a 
very hard time of it. Instead of sending 
• party with supplies northward, It is 
thought it would be better to sea that sup- 
plies arc placed where the whalers can get 
them on their way south. 
It is my opinion, based on reports 


brought back from tho arctic whaling wa- 
ters, that the crews still up there are in 
i»o dauger of starvation, 
Whilo it is truo 


that owing to the niggardliness of the 
owners of tho vessels they hnvo not a suffi- 
cient supply of food to last them through 
tho long urctic winter, there is game to be 
had in tho waters and perhaps upon the 
land, and if worst comee to worst thoy can 
subsist upon the whale nosh and blubber 
and oil which they have in tho holds of 
their ships. It is not a very inviting fare, 
but anything is preferable to starvation. 


Good Arctic Came. 


It has frequently happened in tho his- 


tory of tho Spitzbergou and other whaling 
grounds that crews caught in tho ice and 
compelled to winter have been forced to 
resort to whale mi/at. It is nob nearly us 
food as seal, however. The chances are 
the wlialcrs up at Point Barrow will kill 
a good many seal, and they should tnko 
quite a number of ice bcur, too, anil the 
jco bear is right good eating when well 
boiled in the pot. 


It is considered certain by those who 


have studied the situation that if these 
whalers are in any danger uf .starvation 
they will march south during tlio uutumn 
or winter. Unless they see that they have 
at or near Point Barrow enough i'ood to 
last them with such game astliey cim take 
through the winter, they will pack up 
their kits and set out along the coast. 
They will not dre»m that nu effort is to be 
made to send supplies up to them, sinue it 
is so much easier for them to come down 
empty handed than it is i'or a relief party 
to march to their aid with heavy loads. 
Moreover, the men know that ample sup 
plies may bo hud farther south at the mis 
iion and reindeer stations. 


For these reasons, while every one ad- 


mires the pluck with which the revenue 
marine service of our government lias gone 
at the herculean task of advancing sup- 
plies across country in the dead of tho arc- 
tic winter, there is a conviction that it ai«y 
be love's labor Jot, and that perhaps the 
greatest buffering will be that endured by 
the relief party. 


The Kloa-liliO Expedition. 


This is, not the largest relief enterprise 


In which our government is now engaged, 
Secretary Alger, with characteristic energy 
»iui business acumen, is pushing the proj- 
ect to solid large quantities of food into 
the Klondike couu'jy for relief of the gold 
miners there. 
According tu report^, the 


miners Hill starve, or at least many of 
them will, unless supplies are scut in to 
th^in or they induced to come out to 
points where food may be had. Secretary 
Algcr bus sent for reindeer from Lapland 
with native drivers, and ho believes that 
v>ith tho aid of tl ese aniiruls largo quan- 
tities of provisions can be transported over 
the long trail in time Co be of much help 
to the miners. Hero again the experts 
come forward and advise the secretary to 
adopt the expedient of trying to get the 
starving men to come out whom tho food 
Is instead of sending it in to them. 
fl he distance from l)yea or Skagguay to 


Duwsun, the center of tho mining district, 
Is about 350 miles in a direct line, but 
much farther by tho train. It is a most 
difficult road. Not only are tho passes to 
be crossed with their rugged, almost im- 
possible ascents, but the surface of the 
rh ers is very rough and hunimocky. In 
Ireezing the currents caused the ice to roll 
up in waves, and the drifting snow hns 
luado the patli anything but a good one to 
travel.

A Herculean Task. 


Secretary .Alger would HUo to send to 


Dawson something like 400 or 000 tons of 
fctipplies. But this is obviously an impos- 
sible task. Admitting that reindeer can 
tie employed to advantage, and that moss 
or other food icr them can bo found on 
the way, each reimlivr will draw only yi)0 
pounds, and that means seven deer to tho 
ton of supplies, not counting the amount 
of food consumed by the men en route. 
Thu experts teil tiecTrtnry Algcr that in- 
fctend of sending a largo number of men 
into the Klondike with supplies, every one 
to bo fed ns long as ho stays there, it 


. vould be much better to dispatch u few 


ofiicers to Dawson and Circle as fast a» 
they can travel to tell the miners that 
there is not only food for them a'u Dycu, 
but that the trail has been provisioned and 
supplied with .shelter houses. By this 
means the miners might bo induced to 
leave their olaiuie and start for the head 
oi navigation. 
Many of them would cer- 


' tainly do so if they were assured of find- 


Ing food and help along the way. As for 
shelter houses, it would only bo necessary 
to take out a few tents, and a largo num- 
ber of rsindeer skin sleeping bags. 


Men who have been over the trails be- 


tween Dawson and the head of tho Lynn 
canal give it as their opinion that no largo 
amount of supplies can by any means to 
sent in to tho Yukon country during tho 
winter. The country is not only rough 
and the trail in places almost impassable, 
but the cold is even greater than that 
which prevails about tbo north pole. It is 
coldor than at thu pole because it is upon 
high, mountainous land, while tho north 
pole, as far as any one knows, is at tho 
level of tho sea. Besides tho storms in 
Alaska in winter ara worse than tho 
storms in the real arctics, on account of 
the land masses in proximity to the sea 
nnd the presence of the glaciated moun- 
tains. Altogether the effort to send sup- 
plies to the Yukon, while praiseworthy 
Bnd calculated to make every American 
proud of his countrymen, is a1 most as 
difficult as going to tho north pole itself.

Tbe Tramp Rod Sanditone Bowlder at 


the New Jersey Mountains. 


Countless thousands of years ago vast 


stretches of glacial deposits came slid- 
ing across the state of New Jersey, 
mounted the Palisades, pushed their 
way across the Hudson river, scoured 
over Manhattan Island and slid out into 
the Atlantic ocean, whither they disin- 
tegrated and sank into the deep or per- 
haps glided on to the other shore. 


But in their onward march these 


glaciers left indestructible evidence of 
their grinding stride, and today all 
along ,4he palisades the trap rocks and 
bowlders are worn smooth where the 
mountains of ice and sand passed over 
them. In some rocks are deep scratches, 
all pointing eastward and showing 
which way the glacial deposits drifted. 
There is the evidence, mute, but indis- 
putable. 


To the careful observer thora are 


numberless other evidences of the pres- 
ence of glacial influences in the past, 
but none is more convincing than the 
tramp bowlder that has finally settled 
down in the woods in the heart of En- 
glewood borough. There it sits, a tow- 
ering mass of rock weighing perhaps 
260 tons and resting upon three points 
which in themselves find a purchase on 
a flat rock that is part of and common 
to the character of rook which composes 
tbe palisades. But, strangely enough 
and to the wonderment of geologists, 
the tramp bowlder is red sandstone from 
the Jersey hills 25 miles inland, and 
the pedestal is metamorphite or soft 
granite. 


< Around this marvelous monument 
have grown trees that may perhaps be 
a century old, and they have completely 
hedged it in, while the rock itself had 
stood where it stands today for thou- 
sands of years. On the pedestal or that 
part of it which is protected from the 
action of the elements can be seen the 
deep ridges and scars made across its 
flat surface by the great grinding pres- 
sure of the body of ice and aand that 
passed over it countless years ago when 
New York was ice and snow clad and 
the world was a desolate waste in a 
state of chaos. 


This tramp bowlder has caused geol- 


ogists much wonderment and is regard- 
ed today as one of the finest specimens 
ever left in the wake of a glacier. It is 
equally astounding as though an explor- 
er should find the hull of a steamboat in 
the Sahara desert. The only way it could 
get there would be through some great 
convulsion that had landed it from the 
B6& in the heart of the inland sands.— 
New York Journal.

FIRST HOMESTEADER 


STILL LIVING ON HIS ORIGINAL CLAIM 


IN NEBRASKA, 


Dr. Daniel Frcesaun the Leader of the 


Lone Procession of Settlcn That Have 
Populated tho Prairies—How He Hap- 
pened to Become tho Pioneer. 


Tlio ranks of tho long procession of 


homesteaders pushing their way beyond 
the borders of civilization have grown 
thin, but mill continue to moveon until the 
last available acre of government land 
has been handed over to Its citizens. 


Tho lender ol this procession—tho first 


nan to enter a claim under tho homestead 
low—still lives near Beatrice, In Gage 
County, Neb. His naino is Daniol Free- 
man, and he is as active and hale au old 
man as can bo readily found. 


The free homestead law, though long 


•gitntod and several times passed by the 
house of representatives, was not finally 
•nacted till thu second year ol the civil 
War. 
By its provisions any citizen or ap- 


plicant for citizenship over 21 years of age 
may enter upon 100 ncrcs of any unappro- 
priated public lands graded at {1.25 per 
•cro or SO acres of such lands valued at 
|S. 60 per aero by tho government on pay- 
ment of tho nominal fee of ¥5 to $10. 
After five years' actual residence on the 
land a patent therefor is issued to the set- 
tler by the general land office at Washing- 
ton. 
This patent is a valid title from the 


United States. If the settler wishes to 
complete his title for the five years, with a 
view to sell or remove, he can do so only 
by payment to the United States of tho 
valuation price of tho land. No individual 
Is permitted to acquire more than ICO 
acres under tho homestead aot, but there 
is no limit to tho quantity which may be 
purchased by individuals. There is n pro- 
Tiso in tho law—modeled upon tho exemp- 
tion laws of tho states—that no lands ac- 
quired under the provisions of tho homo- 
stead act shall be liable for any debts of 
the settler contracted before the issue of 
the patent for his homestead. Said Sen- 
ator Benton: " The freeholder is the nat- 
ural supporter of a free government. 
Tenantry is unfavorable to tho freedom. 
The tenant has, in fact, no country, no

hearth, no domestic altar, no household 
god. 
It should be the policy of republics 


to multiply their freeholders." 


How Dr, Freeman came to bo the first 


beneficiary of the homestead law happened 
In this way: Ho had acquired a "squat- 
ter's rieht" to a tract of land in Gage 


county by macing the necessary improve- 
ments, but thla was not enough to hold it 
under tho new statute, BO Dr. Freeman 
immediately started for the land office at 
Brownsville, 75 miles away, to locate his 
claim. Ho arrived thero on the last day 
of 1803, registered at tho tavern, where ho 
observed preparations for a New Year's 
ovo ball. He went to the ball, and in tho 
course of the evening made tho acquaint- 
ance of the clerk of the. land,office, who 
told him that on tho following day the 
office would not bo open, it being a legal 
holiday. Freeman begged, as a special fa- 
vor, that his olaini bo registered at onca 
The dork interested himself in Freeman'e 
case, bunted up the registrar and at mid- 
night tho latter opened his office and issued 
Dr. Freeman's patent at 12:05 o'clock on 
the morning of Jan. 1, 1808. 


Since that period states and territories 


have been created out of the millions upon 
millions of acres of laud that have been 
taken up by homesteaders and the wave 
of civilization has swept far to the ,west of 
Gage county, and all this in half the 
lifetime of one m»n. 


Much as has thus been disposed of there 


is considerable left west of tho Mississippi 
river. 
According to the recent report of 


the general land office, Missouri has n resi- 
due of 497,704 acres, mostly in the swamp 
and mountain counties., Arkansas has 
8,932,043 acres, while Kansas lias 1,048,- 
ESS acres—generally worthless for agricnl • 
turists probably. Nebraska, tho state where 
Dr. Freeman located his claim, has still a 
magnificent area of unoccupied lands, tho 
estimate being 10,609,353 acres. • Much of 
this is classified as arid land and is located 
in tho western part of the state. But 
whore irrigation is fully developed it may 
yet "blossom as the ro&o" under tho hand 
of tho thrifty and intelligent settler. Thero 
is no public land in Iowa, Illinois or In- 
diana that is available for settlers. 


Going still farther beyond the frontier 


borders we find that Montana has 71,432,- 
917 nores awaiting settlement; Nevada, 
61,578,580 acres; Sew Mexico, 56,«Sii,047, 
and Arizona, 54,400,211 acres. It is fair 
to assume that nuich—perhaps most—of 
this land is likewise almost worthless. 


Then there is Alaska. It will be a long 


time before tha homesteader makes much 
Inroad there, but ho can take his pick 
from the 360,C21J,000 acres which the gov- 
ernment owns, although it cannot be very 
valuable for agricultural purposes. 


From the lorcgoing facts it will bo scon 


that the publio domain, exclusive of tho 


j existing forest reservations, is the enor- 


mous eitent of 619,301,746 acres. This is 
an area 15 times as large as the entire 
Now England states. So the old song is 
still in force: 
Come along, come along, make no delay; 
Come from every station, coma from every 


way! 
The land there la plenty; take no alarm— 
Uncle Sam is rich enough, to give us all a 


farm. 


Nor has the government withheld its 


band In donating land for railroads, wag- 
on roads and to different states at one time 
and another. 
To soldiers and sailors it 


has likewise been generous. And it is 
quite easy to become a homesteader. It is 
cot even necessary to take out tho full or 
final naturalization papers, for upon dec- 
claration of Intention to become a citizen 
tbo government will allow a homestead 
claim to be entered.

JTOESES IN HISTORY. 


SOME OF THE NOBLE STEEDS THAT 


HAVE ACHIEVED FAME. 


The Four Footed Friend For Whom a 


City Wat Named—Roman Horses That 
Lived Like Princes—Charger* Who Won 
Renown Amid the Carnage pf War. 


I It is hard to Bay with any near ap- 
proach to accuracy how long the horse 
has been a domesticated animal. We 
can only say that he has been so from 
time immemorial—that is, from the 
earliest limes of which we have any 
records. The Assyrian sculptures—and 
they are about the most ancient of which 
we know anything, for some of them 
are estimated to date from 4800 B. C.— 
contain more representations of capari- 
soned horses than even men. Still, we 
do not get any examples of favorite 
horses nntil a long time after this. 


• Even the first examples, indeed, are 
only legendary, for, though there ia no 
doiibt that Hector of Troy existed, it is 
not improbable that Homer invented 
the names of hia thiee favorite horses, 
Poderge, the cream colored Qalathd and 
the fiery Ethon. But the horse of Alex- 
ander the Great, Bucephalus, is an indi- 
vidual as historically real as his master. 
This famous horse was, eays Plutarch, 
offered to Philip for 13 talents (about 
£9,518), bnt he displayed so much vi- 
cionsness that Alexander's father was 
about to send him away when the 
young prince offered to tame him. He 
agreed, in the event of failure, to for- 
feit the price of the horse and began by 
turning his head to the sun, as he ob- 
served that the horse was frightened at 
his own shadow. In the end he com- 
pletely tamed him—so completely, in- 
deed, that Bucephalus, though he would 
permit nobody except Alexander to 
mount him, always knelt down for that 
purpose to his master. He died at the 
age of 30, and his master built as hia 
mausoleum the city of Bnoephala. 


Readers of Macaulay will rememb9r 


the famous black Anster, the horse of 
Mermimus, and the dark gray charger 
of Mamilius, whose sudden appearance 
in tbo city of Tusculurn without his 
master brought the news of the defeat 
of the allies at Lake Eegillua. Connect- 
ed with that battle, too, were the horses 
of the great "twin brethren," Castor 
and Pollux, coal black, with white legs 
and tails. But those are legendary. Not 
so, however, the well known horse of 
Caligula, Incitatus. This animal had a 
stable of marble; his stall was of ivory, 
his clothing of purple and his halters 
stiff with gems. He had a set of golden 
plates and was presented with a palace, 
furniture and slaves complete, in order 
that guests invited in his name should 
be properly entertained. His diet was 
the most costly that could be imagined, 
the finest grapes that Asia could provide 
being reserved for him. Verus, another 
Roman emperor about a oentnry later, 
treated his horse almost as extravagant- 
ly. He fed him with raisins and almonds 
•with bis own hands, and when he died 
erected a statue of gold to him, while 
all the dignitaries of the empire attend- 
ed the funeral. 
' • 


' As we come to later times, so we get 
more examples of favorite horses. Wil- 
liam the Conqueror had one which he 


rode at the battle of Hastings, about 
which almost everything seems to be 
known except his name. He was of 
huge size and was a present from King 
Alfonso of Spain—"such a gift 'as a 
prince might give and a prince receive." 
This gallant horee, however, did not 
survive the battle, for Gyrth, Harold's 
butcher, "clove him with a bill, and ha 
died." Eichard I's horse was called 
Maleok, and was jet black. He bore hia 
master through the holy war and ar- 
rived in England before him. In fact, 
he survived the king several years. Th« 
second Richard, too, had 
IB favorite 


horse, called Roan Barbary, which was 
supposed to be the finest horse in Europe 
at that time, and it was on Roan Bar- 
bary that the young king was mounted 
when the incident wherein Wat Tyler 
was stabbed by the mayor of Wai worth 
took place. 


About a century later we get the 


Wars of tho Roses, and in the many 
battles of that civil disturbance a cou- 
ple of horses played important parts. 
These belonged to the great Earl of 
Warwick, the kingmaker. 
His first 


was Maleck, a beautiful gray, which 
he rode at the battle of Towtou. It was 
this horse whose death turned the for- 
tunes of the battle, for Warwick, seeing 
that his men were giving ground, de- 
liberately sprang from his favorite horse 
and killed him. Then his men knew 
that the kingmaker was prepared to 
conquer, but not to fly. They rallied 
and finally won the battle. 


There were two horses belonging to 


highwaymen which were famous in 
their time. One of them belonged to 
the celebrated knight of the road, Paul 
Clifford. He was called Robin and was 
Irish. IB color iron gray, he was re- 
puted by judges of horseflesh — and 
there were some who were quite as com- 
petent to give an opinion, if not more 
so, as any of the present day—to be ab- 
solutely without blemish and to be sec- 
ond to none. Another famous horse, or 
rather mare, was Black Bess. Her own- 
er, Dick Turpiu, or, to give him his 
correct name, Nicks, committed a rob- 
bery in London at 4, o'clock in the 
morning, and, fearing discovery, made 
for Gravesend, ferried across the river 
and appeared at the bowling green in 
York the same evening, having accom- 
plished hia ride of 300 miles in 16 hours 
on one horse. At least so says the leg- 
end, and this is certain—that on his 
trial he was acquitted, the jury consid 
ering it impossible that he could have 
got to York in the time. —London 
Standard.

enough to see Denver Incorporated. .. 
log cabin was preserved by the Maso:' 
lodge for many yearn OB one ef tho ant" 
landmarks of the city. A lodge of llu 
met In this cabin in 1859. 


Many people yet living remembai 


wild excitement that swept over the c. 
try during the winter of 1858-9 cone. 
Ing the discovery of gold at Pike's ri 
The frenzy exceeded that which possc- 
the people in 1849 whun California a U,n. 
ed tho gold seekers of tho world, «' 
"Pike's peak or bust" soon became a puo 
ular cry throughout the west. 


Mr. Russell, the cause of all this oscilo 


ment, was born in the goldflelds of Geor- 
gia and went to California in 1849. Ii) 
crossing tho plains he found goU on 
Sweetwater, north of the Platts. In ISoS 
bo returned there, with hia brothers, to 
prospect. They had poor success, but found 
small quantities of gold in the sands of 
the Platte. While mining on Cherry creek, 
where Denver now stands, a small party 
of people passed along en route from Salt 


j. o. RUSSELL. 


Lake to tho states. Tho Russells showed 
them their gold dust in a matter of fact 
way. 


"We never boasted of our luck," says 


Mr. Russell, "but, on the contrary, repre- 
sented that gold was very scarce. These 
people knew nothing nbout gold mining, 
and the}'at once jumped to the conclusion 
that wo-had struck a second California. 
As soon as they reached St. Joseph, on the 
Missouri river, they started the most ex- 
traordinary stories about the discoveries 
that we had made in whnc they called 
the Pike's peak country. They had seen 
gold dust and thatwas enough for a start 
er. 
Very soon the news spread over the 


country that tho Riissells had found de- 
posits ol gold dust near Pike's peak so 
rich that a miner could shovel up a for- 
tune in a few hours. Wo woro living hard, 
suffering from cold and other privations 
and perfectly innocent of the great hoax 
that was spreading over the country." 


Sir. Russell remained in Colorado until 


ISb'J and made a moderate fortune. Then 
he returned to his old homo in Georgia. 
In 1871 ho moved to Texas and settled on 
a ranch on the banks of the San Suba, 
where he now lives in quiet comfort, sur- 
rounded by a largo family of sons and 
daughters.

THE CITY ELECTION. 


3-T OUR NEXT MAYOR. 


The result of vthe city election held 


Tuesday has vindicated the administra- 
tion and has proven that the good sense 
of the majority of the people can be 
trusted. H. Torrey Cady was elected for 
mayor over Harry R. Hamer by a majority 
of 180. 
The election passed off very 


quietly and no uninformed observer would 
have thought that the greatest political 
battle in the history of the city was being 
fought. 
He would have noticed that 


there was considerable hustling at the 
polls, but that could have been excused 
pti the grounds that this is a city of bustle 
anyway. 


From the early morning the voters of 


the city were astir and those who were 
not as active as they might nave been 
found enough people to arouse them to 
their duty. There was not a livery rig of 
any consequence that was not pressed 
into service and there were some private 
teams doing the duty of gathering the vot- 
ers to the polls. Both sides of the contest 
had teams and had men to direct tbeir 
movements. There has never been an 
election at which more work at gathering 
in the voters was done. 


The voting began early and continued 


with unparalleled regularity resulting 
in the heaviest vote ever cast in the city. 
At noon their was a general rush, and 
voting kept up till the hour for the polls 
to close. The Hamer men were confident 
of success to the very end, but the Cady 
men knew that things were going the.r 
way and were a little over sanguine of 
results early in the afternoon. 


Lute in the afternoon there was a num- 


ber of deals put up, which resulted in the 
cutting of the Cady vote. A sly one of 
these was tried in Ward 3 with good re- 
sults. 


The election had no particular features. 


It was simply an earnest one. The total 
vote cast, 3,242, shows the mighty interest 
that was taken in the fight. The vote at 
the last city election was only 2,620. 


liiceuse Vote* 


The license vote was something of a 


surprise and is only accounted for on the 
grounds that the great interest taken in 
other matters the prohibition interest 
was allowed to go to the wall. 
The, ma- 


jority for license last year was only 295 
and tho majority this year shows a guin 
of 158. 


Mr. Cady in Demand, 


The result of the count was very satis- 


factory to most people, and particularly 
to the friends of the administration and 
Mr. Cady. He waa in big demand and was 
compelled to make a speech from a win- 
dow sill of the Adams club rooms. The 
Richmond light infantry got ?ut with the 
gun and paraded the streets. It made an 
attack on the home of Mr. Cady on 
Church street and stopped in front of 
the 
residence 
of 
Mayor 
Hough- 


ton, giving 
a 
grand salute there. 


All the noine that the gun and the 


willing throats of the enthusiastic crowd 
that followed the artillery and the dram 
corps could not bring any response from 
the Cady residence lor Mr. Cady was not 
at home. The artillery found out that he 
was at the club rooms and inarched on to 
that place. Mr. Cady bad to show him_ 
self, and stepping out of the window 
while the crowd cheered loudly he spofee 
as follows: 


"Gentlemen, I thank you for this honor 


you are paying me. I think I appreciate 
what North Adams has given me today, 
and I shall endeavor to administer the 
office of mayor pleasing to my opponents 
as well as to my friends. I bid you good 
night."Presidential Proportion*. 


The red fire was then allowed to burn 


out and after a few parting shots had 
been fired the crowd dispersed to their 
homes. 
The enthusiasm was almoit 


equal to the vent that is given the feelings 
on the night of a presidential election 
when the vote is the way that Massachu- 
setts wants it to be. 


The Hamer men who cannot deny that 


they were inclined that way take the de- 
feat quite gracefully. Some of them are 
saying that there Is another day, but they 
say it with a wonderfully modulated tons. 


The returns from the wards was awaited 


at the city hall with a good deal of inter- 


est by a 15^.70 number of people. 
The 


vote for i o* icilmen was then carefully 
scanned and the fortunes of friends were 
discussed. The first return came in from 
Ward 2 and arrived at the city hall about 
4.55 o'clock. The latest was from Ward 3 
and did not get into the hands of the city 
clerk nntil long after 6 o'clock. 


Examining tine Council. 


An examination of the 
councilmen 


elected and those who retain Ibeir seats 
shows that there are few to represent tbe 
Hamer sentiment in that body. Mr. Ami- 
don, pronounced in his support of Mr. 
Hamer, was elected to the council by 3 
very large vote. The other council can- 
didate from Ward I, Mr. Qove, was 
chosen and these two are all that the 
Hamer men were able to save from the 
general wreck. Mr. Wills remains in the 
council and will to some degree stand for 
what his fallen chieftain did during his 
council days. 


The council is now complete. It is an 


error t« say that there is a vacancy to fill 
because of the death of Councilman 
Stroud. Mr. Stroud was a retiring mem- 


ber and his place was filled by Tuesday's 
election. 
There is a possible vacancy. 


Fred Hooker has left the city and may 
decide to remain away. If he does and 
resigns from the council there will then 
be a vacancy to fill. This can be filled, if 
the resignation reaches the council be 
fore tbe first six months of the year have 
passed,

the plan to attempt to get Mr. Hamer 
returned (o tbe council if defeated for the 
mayoralty by having tbe council choose 
him provided the election resulted In the 
choice of Hamer men. There is now no 
hope of Mr. Hamer getting into the coun- 
cil this way for the majority of the mem~ 
bers are strongly opposed to "Hamerism.'
